Residential building in San Ra­ 
fael continued high last month as 
commercial construction dropped to 
nothing, according to Building Of­ 
ficial Walter Hell wig.

The San Rafael-Riclimond bridge proposal faces a stiff fight 
when it is considered by the Assembly conservation and planning 
committee, State Senator Jack McCarthy predicted today. 
The bill in question, authorizes the expenditure of $750,000 
to complete plans and specifications lor the proposed span be­ 
tween Marin and Contra Costa counties. 
McCarthy said he has been informed that Assemblyman 
Richard J. Dolwig of San Mateo-f 
:------- 
wras marshalling opposition to the 
Richmond-San Rafael span plan on 
the basis that the bridge would do 
nothing toward solving the Bay 
Area’s water, reclamation and rapid 
transit problems. 
This opposition, said McCarthy, 
seems to reflect the thinking of 
Reber plan backers. The Reber plan 
envisions an earth and rock-fill 
causeway across the bay between 
Marin and Contra Costa, counties, 
providing a dam to catch fresh 
water and a roadway for rapid 
transit rail cars. 
Some Reber plan backers have 
opposed the Richmond-San Rafael 
bridge plan, fearing it would delay 
eventual construction of the cause­ 
way they seek. 
McCarthy said all Marin organiza­ 
tions and individuals who favor 
early construction of the bridge 
should send resolutions and other­ 
wise be represented at the assembly 
hearing, set for 3 p.m. May 9. 
The senator said he is writing 
letters to the Board of Supervisors, 
various chambers of commerce and 
other organizations and individuals 
who previously have taken part In 
the struggle to get the bridge.

They Play The Bugle Like 
Drunk On New Year's Eve

WITH U. S. MARINES, Korea 
—(Delayed by censors)—(/P)—Sun­ 
day night (April 22) was clear and 
a little nippy and the only sounds 
came from far away. Rifles popped 
and shells burst occasionally but the 
sounds that drifted back were muf­ 
fled and lazy. 
It was shortly after midnight but 
no one was asleep. United States 
Marines of Baker and Charlie com­ 
panies stared at the shadowy ridges 
In front of them. They stared be­ 
cause the word had 
spread—the 
Chinese had struck at the division 
on their left flank and that left 
flank had disappeared. 
Suddenly the off key bleat of a 
bugle rolled across the rocky ridges 
of the central front. 
"It sounded like a drunk at a New 
Tear’s eve party," said Cpl, John 
Handwerger, 
Machine guns opened full blast 
at the Marines. 
A wave of Chinese soldiers rolled 
through the valley and up the ridge. 
Cpl. Merwln A. Perkins, St. Paul, 
Minn., said: 
MA machine gun can kin 20 China­ 
men a minute. They were coming 
at the rate of 25 a minute ” 
Opposing soldiers closed at point 
blank range. A Marine looked up 
from his machine gun and saw a 
Chinese only five yards away. He 
drew his .45 and killed him.

Por eight hours, until almost 9

tinuous wave. Then they broke off 
the attack. 
Not a foot of U. N. ground had 
been yielded. 
Said Cpl. Frank Creavy of Bowl­ 
ing Green, Ky.: 
"The Chinese were stacked up in 
front of our positions.” 
Without a left flank, the Marines 
were forced to withdraw Monday 


and by midnight were dug in farther 
to the south. 
The new line was to become 
known as "Bugle Call Ridge.” 
At 2:30 a. m. Tuesday "bugles 
began blowing all over the place. 
The fighting that 
followed 
was 
worse than anything we had up 
north,” said Lt. Col. Webb D. Saw­ 
yer of Alexandria, Va., first batta­ 
lion commander. 
The Chinese guns opened up again 
and when the Marines answered 
they discovered some Reds had in­ 
filtrated to within a few yards of 
their positions. 
T saw two Chinese carrying a 
basket full of hand grenades with 
a third grabbing them out of the 
basket and throwing them. I low­ 
ered the boom on them,” said Cpl. 
Richard H. Stevens of Niagara Falls, 
N. Y. 
‘They were so close we had to 
stop firing our mortars for fear we 
would hit our own men,” said Pfc.

Despite a 14 per cent Increase in 
population and a 63 per cent in­ 
crease in total annual mileage driv­ 
en, factors which would normally 
increase traffic hazards for persons 
afoot, pedestrian fatalities have 
been almost one-half since the be­ 
ginning of AAA contest activities.”

Construction 
started on an $86,000 home in Bel­ 
vedere for auto dealer Don Gil­ 
more. 
April 9—Ray Overdick resigned 
as San Anselmo city clerk after 
serving for 24 years. No beef—just 
nerves a doctor said. Police chief 
Frank Kelly d e f e a t e d Barney 
Ruschetti in San Rafael and Ed 
Culver went in as the town’s new 
mayor. Elected councllmen were 
Homer Wood and Dr. Charles 
Aby.April 11—Marin was a bit start­ 
led by the firing of General Mac- 
Arthur. The Independent had nu­ 
merous calls asking where a citi- ♦ 
zen could wire his congressman. 
S.F. papers turned over page one 
to the event. Reports from Korea 
included notification that Sgt. 
Kenneth D. Utley of Sausalito had 
received his third Purple Heart. 
April 13—Two kids, age 7 and 8 
were trapped in a well in Lark­ 
spur but made it out okay with 
the aid of police and firemen. Mill 
Valley citizens failed to turn out, 
and in large numbers, for a civilian 
defense meeting.

April 24—Yachting season got 
under way on the bay with over 
500 craft s a i l i n g in perfect 
weather. Marin peace officers 
asked for a curfew law for juve­ 
niles following a wave of sex and 
burglary cases. Proposed law would 
involve those up to 18 years and 
set the deadline for bed at 11 p.m. 
April 25—News of the Korea 
withdrawal by UN. forces began 
filtering into the news and people 
asked “What gives”. The county 
had its first rain in 46 days—one- 
tenth of an inch. Sgt. Robert W. 
Be vans, 27, of Kentfield was re­ 
ported MIA in a B-29 crash. Tam 
Valley voted down the formation 
of a sanitary district. State high­ 
way speeds for trucks was upped 
from 40 to 50 mph. 
April 26—A Novato pedestrian, 
Albert Johnson, 75 became Marin’s 
ninth traffic fatality of 1951 when 
he stepped into the side of a truck, 
according to CHP reports. A ser­ 
vice center for the military was 
advocated in San Rafael and a 
former Marin City man, Ulysses 
Johnson, wfas picked up and 
booked on a 1948 charge of assault 
with a deadly w'eapon—and against 
his wife, too.

TODAY and TOMORROW 


President Truman has said that his admin­ 
istration will not appease Communism any­ 
where. 
But the fact remains that the British, who 
were most eager for Gen.. MacArthur’s dis­ 
missal, have shown what many people regard 
as an alarming desire to achieve a Far Eastern 
settlement on a Munich basis. 
They have 
proposed that Formosa be turned over to Red 
China. 
They bitterly opposed MacArthur’s 
desire to enlist Nationalist China in the 
Korean war—and on this Mr. Truman and Sec­ 
retary Acheson are squarely with them. 
In the view of defenders of the MacArthur 
type of thinking, the British policy, along with 
that part of the policy which is shared in top 
quarters in this country, cannot help but give 
Communism victory after victory and endanger 
the whole East—Japan, the Philippines, and 


SO1 on. 
It must also be recorded that MacArthur’s 
firing was received with great enthusiasm by 


the Communist Party in the United States— 
and that party, of course, has followed the 
Kremlin line like a tight rope walker. 


The question of what shall be done about 
ending the Korean war remains unanswered. 
It certainly seems that the Communists will 
not agree to a cease-fire except on terms die- 
tated by them, terms which would amount to 
absolute appeasement by the UN powers. Gen­ 
eral MacArthur said that it was militarily 
impossible to win a decisive victory in Korea 
so long as Red China herself could not be 
attacked. 
His 
successor, 
General 
Ridgway, 
said practically the same thing some time ago. 
Regardless of one’s personal sentiments on 
the MacArthur matter, let us hope that a show­ 
down is forced.

Parents Of Sons In Korea Want 
To Know Who Is Responsible 


Parents of sons in Korea are especially wrought 
up by the implications back of General M acArthur’s 
dismissal. 
Many expressed themselves as previously think­ 
ing their sons were ordered to Korea for the purpose 
of stopping communist aggression. 


Now, however, they see in General MacArthur’s 
dismissal, and the willingness of President Trum an 
to follow Dean Acheson’s appeasement program, al­ 
most a complete turn-about of the original purpose. 
So long as this country held a few cards up its sleeve, 
and could make m ilitary plans for some kind of vic­ 
tory, there still seemed to be a good chance of stop­ 
ping communist aggression, at least In the Orient. 
W hen General M acArthur urged the use of Gen­ 
eral Chlang Kai-Shek’s troops for invasion of Red 
China it made sense to the parents of sons in Korea, 
for the reason th at If the Chinamen fought among 
themselves it would keep Red China from diverting 
all her troops to kill American men in Korea. Simi­ 
larly, If American planes were allowed to destroy tha 
concentration bases of Red China in Manchuria, the 
communists would not he in a position to kill so 
many American troops. 
All th at made good, common sense to parent*. 
Por they wanted their sons to live. 
Dismissal of General M acArthur lends a lot of 
implications which are hard for parents to under­ 
stand. 
In the first place, it was his advocacy of measures 
th at would save American lives in Korea which 
brought down upon him the wrath of President Tru­ 
man. It’s hard for parents of sons in Korea to under­ 
stand how advocacy of using measures to save the 
lives of their sons is any more political in nature 
than It Is good m ilitary sense.

Perhaps the worst phase of the whole question is 
President Truman's deliberate bottling up of Chiang 
Kai-Shek’s forces on Formosa by use of the United 
States fleet to see th at they co not attack Red 
China’s mainland. This automatically releases Red 
Chinese soldiers to attack Americans in Korea. Fur­ 
ther, refusal to permit American soldiers to attack 
the bases of Red Chinese in Manchuria adds to more 
protection of the communists, who are building up 
their forces with the announced intention of running 
Americans out of Korea. 
President Trum an's discharge of General _ Mac­ 
Arthur actually means th at we are committed to 
remain in Korea, and committed to nothing more 
than a possible stalemate. If Red Chinese, protected 
in the rear toy the U.S. battle fleet, can push us out 
of Korea it will be a great victory for Stalin. At best, 
it will mean loss of many more American lives for 
no real purpose at all, for the UN police action now 
has lost purpose. 
Protests which flooded the W hite House and con­ 
gress after Trum an’s midnight dismissal notice un­ 
questionably led to the announcements th at our state 
departm ent had turned down England’s proposals to 
hand Formosa over to Red China, and to recognize 
Red China and give her a seat on the UN security 
council. But the very timing of these announcements 
Indicates th at the state departm ent is entertaining 
them, and th at they were for the purpose of pacify­ 
ing an aroused public. Look for Trum an and Acheson 
to approve the English proposals as soon as they 
feel the public has forgotten the M acArthur incident. 
Parents of sons in Korea cannot help but feel 
they have been let down by their own government. 
If their sons must die, they would prefer to have 
them die for a purpose rather than for a whim. 
These parents now would like to know why their 
sons were sent to Korea, and who is to assume the 
responsibility for 60,000 casualties.

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into smaller waves or troops which 
they themselves can mop up. 
So far these tactics have worked. 
For the farther the Chinese have 
to march the farther they are from 
their M anchurian supply bases. 
And th at means there is less power 
in their battering waves. It is eas­ 
ier to kill a snake when he is 
stretched out than when it is coiled 
to strike. 
There is another reason why 
Seoul is hard to defend. It is on 
the wrong side of the Han river. 
If the allies tried to hold it In 
force, they would have tneir backs 
to this river. And a sudden envel­ 
oping flank smash by the enemy 
might leave the United Nations 
forces cut off from behind. 


THIS STERN MILITARY FACT 
is hard for civilian Koreans to un­ 
derstand. It Is difficult for them to 
see why Seoul cannot be saved. 
Again they m ust take up the 
long 
foot 
march 
south 
along 
‘‘heartbreak highway.” But each 
time there are fewer of them to go. 
Seoul dwindled in a few weeks last 
winter from a war-swollen popula­ 
tion of 1,500,000 to about 200,000. 
Most of those who stayed behind 
were the very young or the very 
old—too young or too old and weak 
for the Reds to grab for service as 
impressed soldiers or hum an pack 
horses. 
Many of these children and el­ 
der ly persons have died by starva­ 
tion or disease. They collapse on 
the streets and die unheeded. Few 
dogs prowl among the rubble. For 
refugees, when their rice is gone, 
catch and eat the dogs. 
Seoul never was exactly the 
Paris of the Orient. It was, how­ 
ever, the most modem city in 
south Korea. But ¿he four horse­ 
men have ridden it into ruin. It 
has been devastated by bomb and 
bombardment, by street fighting 
and by great acres of fire th at 
wiped out hundreds of small homes 
in a single night. 
The Korean war has had many 
casualties, but its number one 
casualty is this dying city, a city 
dying for a world democracy th at 
must remember it in its ashes. 


Mr. Aneurin Bevan and Mr. H ar­ 
old Wilson have made a hot and 
open political issue of questions 
which have been quietly and rather 
languidly 
discussed 
for 
m a n y 
months. They have been discussed 
since the early autumn, ever since 
the decisions and the agreements 
to rearm the Atlantic nations rap­ 
idly and on a big scale. 
The center of the discussion has 
been the official doctrine of the 
Truman administration as formu­ 
lated by Dr. Keyserling and put 
into practice by Mr. Charles E. 
Wilson, the Director of Defense 
Mobilization. It is the doctrine th at 
this country can rearm on a large 
scale in the next three years and 
at the end of th at period, with 
only comparatively small and pass­ 
ing shortages, have in addition to 
its military power a “production 
for 
normal 
civilian 
purposes” 
which 
is 
“higher 
than 
before 
Korea.”

AMONG OUR ALLIES there has 
been a growing fear th at this pro­ 
digious result could be achieved 
only by our taking up, at their ex­ 
pense, an undue proportion of the 
raw materials of which the supply 
cannot toe increased quickly. They 
saw us committing ourselves and 
promising ourselves th at in three 
years we would have the most pow­ 
erful m ilitary establishment in the 
world and with it also an even 
higher standard of living than the 
one we already enjoy. 
Their fears crystallized when 
they read Mr. Wilson’s report to 
the president on April 1, the report 
which is called “Building Amer­ 
ica’s Might.” T hat report, which 
was such agreeable reading In this 
country, caused a shudder of ap­ 
prehension—as more 
and 
more 
people heard about it—in Britain 
and on the Continent. I heard one 
extremely friendly foreigner say: 
“that is not guns and butter . . • 
th at is guns and the cow.” 
Rightly or wrongly — and I am 
afraid more rightly than wrongly 
—the Wilson report has been read 
abroad as being an American pro­ 
duction 
program, determined by 
purely 
American considerations, 
which 
does not take 
seriously 
enough into account the necessity 
of sharing certain scarce critical 
raw materials which the Europeans 
must have if they are to rearm and 
not to lower dangerously their 
standard of life. 
• 
* 
* 
MR. BEVAN AND Mr. Harold 
Wilson have staked their political 
futures, their claim to the leader­ 
ship of the Labor party and to 
high office, on the belief th at “the 
American government and people 
have got to choose,” as Mr. Wilson 
put it in his speech to the House, 
“between their partners’ defense 
program on the one hand and 
their own stockpiling and the level 
of their own unrestricted civil con­ 
sumption on the other.” 
They are saying in effect th at 
they do not believe th at the Amer­ 
ican program—rearmam ent plus a 
higher standard of life — can be 
carried out in America without 
forcing Britain to choose between 
rearm am ent and the maintenance 
of an already low standard of life. 
Mr. Bevan and Mr. Wilson might 


be wrong. It is possible th at we 
shall control our own Inflationary 
suction on the world’s raw m ate­ 
rials, and th at we shall restrict 
and allocate and arrange things 
so th at Britain can rearm, as we 
are rearming, without tears. But, 
as politicians who hope to win 
power on a popular issue, Messrs. 
Bevan and Wilson are betting th at 
there Is not going to be enough 
statesm anship in W ashington and 
in London to m aster this intricate 
problem. 
We must pray th at they will lose 
their bet. For it is not pleasant 
to think of the consequences if in 
our alliance the standard of life is 
pushed down abroad while it re­ 
mains up, and even rises, here. 


THERE H A IE BEEN, it has 
seemed to me, two main lines of 
policy of which we had from the 
outset to choose the one or the 
other. 
There was the policy we did 
choose last summer. It was to arm 
ourselves, to arm the West Euro­ 
peans, to arm the West Germans, 
while we fought a land war in Ko­ 
rea, 
while 
we 
encouraged 
the 
French to fight a bigger land war 
than they had been fighting in 
Indo-China, and while we sup­ 
plied arms and other goods to 
countries all around the vast peri­ 
phery of the Soviet orbit. T hat was 
a policy which could be carried 
out only if we decided upon a 
policy of national and internation­ 
al deflation of the civilian econ­ 
omy. 
It was absolutely incompatible 
with the idea of a rising standard 
of civilian consumption here and 
In Europe. It called for increasing 
austerity under severe restrictions 
and heavy regimentation. It was a 
policy which could be carried out 
only by very efficient, by deeply 
dedicated, and by very enlightened 
governments in Washington, Lon­ 
don and Paris. 
» 
• 
» 
THE OTHER POLICY was to do 
first what was most necessary, and 
not to bite off more than the weak 
governments in Washington and 
London and Paris could chew. 
This would have m eant th at in­ 
stead of trying to rearm univer­ 
sally and simultaneously wj would 
have rearmed by phases and by 
priorities. Instead of trying to arm 
everybody at once and in all the 
services simultaneously we would 
have begun with a rapid build-up 
in America of our strategically de­ 
terrent power and would have pro­ 
ceeded from that in phases to build 
up the military position of the 
West outward from the American 
center. 
We would not have perpetrated 
the political nonsense of proposing 
to arm the Germans before we had 
armed the French, and of arming 
the French before we had armed 
ourselves. 
The policy of priority and phases 
would have given just as much 
military security as we shall get, 
and it would have reduced the 
political 
and 
economic 
strain, 
which is very great and can be­ 
come too great, of trying to do 
much more than the governments 
th at have to do it are politically 
and administratively capable of 
doing.

Speeds for truck runs are likely 
to advance to the beautiful rhythm 
of 70 miles per hour—who cares!

First Impact Of Defense 


TODATS BUSINESS MIRROR 


Industrial Profits Climb 
Despite Cost, Tax Hikes 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (A*) — Higher taxes 
drag at the coattails of industrial 
profits this year. But record sales 
volume still pulls earnings one- 
fourth higher than a year ago on 
the average. 
Company after company, report­ 
ing profits for the first three 
months, show that business is very 
good. 
The Korean war’s effect is very 
plain in a sampling of 88 com­ 
panies among the first to report. 
Tax hikes and mounting costs of 
labor and m aterials are slowing 
down the profits’ uphill rush. The 
88 had total earnings of $924,601,- 
205, compared with $734,597,414 in 
the 1950 first quarter, making the 
average gain 25.8 per cent. 


INDUSTRY PROFITS, however, 
were much better on a year-to-year 
basis last year. The Federal Trade 
Commission and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission report th at 
the nation's manufacturers made 
43 per cent more profits in 1950 
than in 1949 after taxes. Before 
taxes the gain was 61 per cent. 
Before Korea the maximum cor­ 
porate income tax was 38 per cent. 
Now it is 47 per cent, plus a 77 
per cent levy on earnings in excess 
of 85 per cent of the company’s 
average profits In the three best 
years of the 1946-49 period. That's 
complicated, and costly to industry. 
I t’s also one reason the treasury 


is showing a surplus of more than 
$4 billion these days. 
Showings 
of 
individual 
com­ 
panies vary widely within indus­ 
tries. Some firms report the big­ 
gest profits of any first quarter in 
their history. Others drop behind 
the trend of their industry as a 
whole. 
Steel is a good example. The two 
largest companies report 1951 earn­ 
ings slightly lower than last year. 
So do three others. But seven 
smaller companies did better this 
year than last, in spite of the huge 
jum p in taxes which Uncle Sam 
collected from the Industry. 
The 
88 
early-reporting 
com­ 
panies are just a sampling—an in­ 
dication only of what the final re­ 
sults for industry as a whole may 
show. There are glaring gaps in 
the sample—reports of the boom­ 
ing auto and rubber companies are 
not yet available, and retail trade 
is not included. 


ALL OF THE 19 OIL companies 
sampled did better this year than 
in the 1950 first quarter; but some 
gained only slightly while others 
nearly doubled their earnings. 
Some of the textile companies 
look better this year than last, but 
the comparison is not too valid, 
since last year some of them were 
having a bad time, and their pres­ 
ent troubles started too late to ef­ 
fect this year’s reports as yet.

aircraft, sparked by defense or­ 
ders; most of the airlines, with 
passenger totals swelled by busy 
industrialists; the construction in­ 
dustry, reflecting the b u i l d i n g 
boom; and the chemical industry, 
which has been climbing fairly 
steadily ever since the war. 
Only moderate gains are chalked 
up by the utilities, which are close­ 
ly regulated, by the food processors 
and distributors, who have felt the 
pinch of competition and mounting 
costs, and by the office equipment 
makers. 
The tobacco group, as a whole, 
shows a slight drop in earnings 
this year from last, although the 
largest of the companies to report 
so far had a very slight rise.

NEW YORK (/F)—The first real 
impacts of the defense program hit 
business and Industry last week. 
Many 
economists 
believed 
it 
would be summer before the full 
effects are felt. But high inven­ 
tories, conversions from civilian to 
military goods and government re­ 
strictions were becoming increas­ 
ingly painful. 
Industrial production, however, 
whirled along at a breath-taking 
pace. Defense orders rolled in for 
many industries. Further plans 
were announced for hefty expan­ 
sion programs. Many a first quar­ 
ter earning was a record. 
The bureau of employment se­ 
curity at Washington said 50,000 
unfilled jobs were clogging the 
rolls of state employment offices. 


THE FRONT OFFICE of many 
a business and industry was up to 
its ears in the paper work required 
by government regulations. 
Many complained it was next to 
a hopeless task to keep abreast of 
revisions and changes in govern­ 
ment orders. 


Retailers said It was costly and 
physically impossible to give the 
Office of Price Administration re­ 
quired information by the April 30 
deadline. They asked for an exten­ 
sion of time. 


Pricing methods for iron and 
steel scrap were revised and clari­ 
fied. The aluminum order was 
changed to lift the May 1 ban on 


more than 200 civilian products. 
Now it’s a 50 per cent cut In the 
use of the metal during May and 
June. 
The government’s latest cost of 
living index—the one for March 15 
—was not ready for official an­ 
nouncement during the week. 
But it was reported to have gone 
up enough over Sept. 15 levels to 
give 70,009 CIO electrical workers 
at General Electric plants a nine 
cent hourly wage increase. 


DUN AND BRADSTREET re­ 
ported its wholesale food price in­ 
dex declined slightly from the pre­ 
vious week. Retail meat prices held 
at ceiling levels. Eggs were a few 
cents higher in many places. 
In Washington, price director 
Michael V. DiSalle said the nation 
may be reaching a peak in the ris­ 
ing cost of living. He said he be­ 
lieves prices definitely are level­ 
ling off and the peak may be at 
hand two or three months earlier 
than expected. 
Economic stabilizer Eric Johns­ 
ton said prices for consumer goods 
might even take a tumble in the 
next few months because of abund­ 
ant factory stocks. 
There was little doubt about the 
high inventories and economists 
thought there was a possibility 
they might lead to an inventory 
recession. 
A large number of businessmen, 
however, believed it was a tem­ 
porary situation w-hidi wrould have 
no major effects on the economy 
beyond a temporary softening.

As a result San Francisco people 
sent a letter to the late Napa As­ 
semblyman Coomb®, author of the 
bridge legislation, that San Fran­ 
cisco would not approve the bond 
issue unless there was an assurance 
against future bond issues and fu­ 
ture indebtedness. 
Harlan said that a result of these 
discussions there was an amend­ 
ment to the 1925 legislative act on 
the bridge that limited the bridge’s 
indebtedness to the original $35.* 
000,000. He added that this limita­ 
tion should stop any move to borrow 
an additional $5,000,000. 
T. Fred Bagshaw, chairman of 
the board of supervisors, declared 
that the Marin supervisors feel that 
bridge directors do not have the 
moral right to borrow $5,000,000 
even if they have the legal right. 
He said “our main object Is to 
try to get the tolls reduced or a 
toll free bridge. We don’t want to 
continue the present setup longer 
than we have to, and we don’t want 
to be saddled with any additional 
debt.

Home Demonstration Week 
Gets Underway In Marin 


Today’s Home Builds Tomorrow’s 
World, the theme of home demon­ 
stration work, means more today 
than in any year since the first 
Home Demonstration Week in 1946, 
Home Advisor June Madure, (San 
Rafael), explained today. 
Never 
has today’s home faced such a chal­ 
lenge nor tomorrow's world seem­ 
ed more uncertain, she added, in 
announcing the dates for National 
Home Demonstration Week through 
May 5. 
The aim of the home advisor is 
to improve the quality and the sat­ 
isfactions of living. What Marin 
county has done toward fulfilling 
those aims will be on display dur­ 
ing the month of May at each home 
extension group meeting in thirteen 
communities. 
They are: 
Tómales, Chileno Valley, Novato. 
San Rafael, Belvedere, Mill Valley, 
Larkspur-Corte Madera, San Ger­ 
ónimo Valley, Stinson Beach, Bo­ 
linas, Olema, Pt. Reyes, Inverness, 
Hamilton Field. 
Major projects carried on by these 
groups are the furniture renovation 
program of last year, the quick- 
method clothing construction se­ 
ries, and foods work. 
E x a m p l e s of re - upholstered 
chairs, slip-covers, repaired cush­ 
ions, and cleaned upholstery will be 
shown. Clothing project leaders fire 
preparing an exhibit of “stream­ 
lined” sewing techniques, cleaned 
and adjusted sewing machines, dress 
finishes, and their dress-in-a-day 
projects. In some groups, samples 
of foods prepared at the holiday 
foods meeting will be served. 
Home demonstration work has 
made great strides since the first 
home demonstration week five years 
ago. At that time California had 
4,888 leaders — local women who 
carry the teachings of the home ad­ 
visor to the communities. At the 
end of 1950, there were 16,723 lead-

The work of the 
home advisor, as distributed through 
the local leaders reached 55,000 
families in California last year. 
Active project leaders in Marin 
county numbered 190. Their meet­ 
ing, plus demonstrations given by 
the home advisor, had a total at­ 
tendance of 2428 women. Home and 
office calls helped 397 homemakers 
with special problems. 2311 home- 
making bulletins were given out 
upon request. 
Home demonstration work is a 
cooperative program carried on in 
the county by the home advisor, 
who represents the agricultural ex- j 
tension service of the University of 
California to the women in the 
county, and also makes known needs 
of women to the specialists of the 
university. 
Dean C. B. Hutchinson, vice- 
president of the University of Cali­ 
fornia and Dean of the College of 
Agriculture sends this message to 
the homemakers of California who 
participate in Home Advisor work: 


*T am happy to send this con­ 
gratulatory message to the women 
throughout California who this week 
are taking part in the sixth nation­ 
al home demonstration week.

All Disorders 
Breast 
Will Not Lead To Cancer 


By HERMAN N. RUNDESEN, M.D.

Any mention of breast disorder is 
likely to make the ordinary person 
• think at once of cancer. This is un- 
. warranted Jumping to conclusions 
because the tissues of the breast are 
subject to many changes which are 
not at all malignant. 
Many women, for instance, note 
painful changes in the breasts just 
prior to the regular periods. Along 
, . With the pain, there is general dis- 
; ■ comfort, a feeling of fullness in the 
breaste and, sometimes, definite en­ 
largement. Sometimes the breasts— 
\ both of which are affected—feel 
* lumpy. This condition, which most 
\ | often occurs in women in their 30’s 
or early 40’s, is known as mas- 
* todynla. It sometimes continues dur- 
! bag the period, but in any case It is 
only a matter of days before the 
breasts return to normal. 
CONNECTIVE TISSUE 
* 
Another condition affecting the 
' breasts occurs In women past 35. 
The breasts are generally flabby 
■ and, occasionally, areas of lumpiness 
are present Both breasts are affect­ 
ed. Here, apparently, there is an 
overgrowth of the connective tissue 
In the breasts. 
: 
In women past 50, less often in 
those In their 40’s, cysts form in the 
breaste. This condition is known as 
chronio cystic mastitis. The cysts

may be felt in the breasts as single 
or multiple round masses. 
The cause of these many changes 
which occur in the breasts is not 
known. It is thought that perhaps 
some disturbance in the glands of 
internal secretion may be respon­ 
sible. It is important that these 
swellings be recognized, definitely 
diagnosed, and not mistaken for 
cancer, since surgical removal of the 
breasts is not necessary in many 
conditions which cause an increase 
in the size of the breast. Of course, 
if a cancer should develop, prompt 
removal of the breast is essential. 
GLANDULAR EXTRACTS 
Treatment with glandular extracts 
such as the estrogens, may be help­ 
ful in some of these breast con­ 
ditions, particularly mastodynia. 
Surgical treatment may be ad­ 
vised in some cases of chronic cys­ 
tic mastitis, since it has been found 
that cancer occurs from two to five 
times as frequently in persons with 
cystic breasts as in normal breasts. 
Whenever a swelling develops In the 
breast, an immediate examination 
by the physician should be carried 
out so that the cause may be found 
and correct treatment promptly em­ 
ployed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
V. R.: What causes whits blotches 
to form on the top of the hands? 
Answer: This condition is known 
as leucoderma, the exact cause of 
which is not known. Too much ex­ 
posure to the sunlight may be partly 
responsible. Heredity Is thought to 
be a factor by some Investigators. 
Recently it has been reported that 
injections of gold sodium thlosul- 
phate Into a vein will cure this con­ 
dition.

Out Of Doors

The 1951 trout fishing season is 
underway, and by now there are 
probably about a half million an­ 
glers in California who can say whe­ 
ther fishing is holding up to pre­ 
season predictions. 
As the season opened Saturday 
morning there were many predic­ 
tions of good early season fishing. 
However, wardens of the state fish 
and game division, were a little 
more pessimistic about the chances 
of the nimrods. 
The wardens said the early sea­ 
son would produce “spotty” results 
in most areas, because showers 
would muddy streams and warm 
weather would cause the melting of 
considerable 
snow — also 
raising 
stream levels. 
However, many experts say the 
early season prospects are the best 
in years. They say this because of 
the mild winter and the lack of late 
winter and early spring rainfall. 
As a result streams are running low 
and clear. 
Although the immediate prospects 
seem good—they may lead to ex­ 
tremely poor late season angling. 
If the streams are low now, the 
chances are they will have too little 
water for good fishing late in the 
season. 
Then there is also the 
chance that good trout streams will 
get fished out or over fished. 
• Even the fish and game division 
experts go along with the predic­ 
tions of a good season in the Trin- 
ity-Shasta area and. the Southern 
high. Sierra region, 
The season 
got 
underway one 
hour before sunrise Saturday in all 
waters except those of 14 Sierra 
and 
Northern 
Coastal 
counties. 
There the season opens 
May 26. 
Included in Saturday’s opening were 
Tahoe, Donner, Boca, Aim an dor, 
Bucks, Butt and Pillsbury Lakes; 
and Big, 
Stone, 
Freshwater and 
Clam. Beach Lagoons on the coast 
of Humboldt county. 
For you ardent fans who can’t 
get enough fishing during daylight 
hours, there is Bucks Lake, where 
this year the angling will be allowed 
24 hours a day. 
In case the fishing is too good- 
just remember the limit is 15 trout, 
salmon, or whitefish, or combina­ 
tion, but not more than 10 pounds 
and one fish. 
Angling ends one 
hour after sunset, except in Bucks 
Lake. 
It isn’t just the trout season that 
is underway. 
Also opening Satur­ 
day the season of blackbass, sun- 
fish. crap pie, and Sacramento perch 
in. all counties north of Mono, Ma­ 
dera, Fresno, 
Santa 
Clara, and 
Santa Cruz. There Is no closed sea­ 
son elsewhere, or in Clear Lake. 
Bag limits are five black bass, 
25 sunfish, crappie, or perch.

SACRAMENTO (U.R)—’The once-

fight In the California legislature 
was over at week’s end. 
'The highly controversia.'! reap- 
portionment bills, opposed bitterly 
by Democrats and less so by North­ 
erners of all political hues, emerged 
substantially in the same form as 
they were introduced. 
The Democratic opposition which 
started with 
screams 
of “gerry­ 
mandering” and “r a i l r o a d i n g ; * 
which dwindled down to a token 
two votes against final passage of 
the congressional reapportionment 
bill. 
Just 37 days elapsed between the 
time Assemblyman Laughlin Wa­ 
ters, R., Loa Angeles, first unveiled 
the bills at a stormy hearing that 
overflowed the assembly chambers 
and the time the bills were ready 
for the governor’s desk. 
Gov, Earl Warren said he was 
“inclined’' to sign the bills unless 
there was evidence of real inequi­ 
ties. But he added that he didn't 
think 
any reapportionment 
bilis 
would satisfy everyone. 
The final Senate passage charac­ 
terized. 'the handling of the bills 
throughout the entire legislative 
process. The majority of legislators 
listened attentively to minority ar­ 
guments, then voted dowrn the pro­ 
posals. 
Waters was vice-chairman of the 
Republican state central committee. 
While he steadfastly contended 
that the bills were fair and equi­ 
table, Democrats charged they were 
1 designed to put them out of office 
and keep them out. 
Proof of the pudding was expect­ 
ed to turn up at the next general 
election. 
If the Republicans make 
disproportionate gains or the Dem­ 
ocrats suffer heavy reverses, it may 
be considered the bills were re­ 
sponsible. 
Even, then, however, there will be 
so many other factors worthy of 
consideration, it may prove impos­ 
sible ¿o evaluate just how much 
effect the reapportioning had. 
The bills draw the boundary lines 
for the state’s 30 congressional dis­ 
tricts, reshuffle the 80 assembly dis­ 
tricts and

On the c r i m e front, Warren 
charged that the underworld was 
bringing tremendous influence to 
bear on the legislature in an effort 
to keep his crime commission from 
getting subpoena powders which would 
bring reluctant witnesses to the bar 
and make them. talk. 
Warren said the bill was in "grave 
danger” and that it would be “very 
unfortunate if It did not pass.” It 
has been held up in a senate com­ 
mittee.

250 Complete 
Peace Training 


Approximately 250 men have this 
week completed a course of 33 hours’ 
training as auxiliary peace officers 
and will be sworn in for special 
civil defense duties in the county.

Sign” aren’t pitching too heavily for 
the millionaire brackets.

“They pay their bills 
faster,” 
Bloomingdale grins. “Besides, they 
like to sign their dinner checks. 
Makes ’em feel like big-shots.” 
Bloomingdale and his partners 
started their business on a shoe­ 
string, a mailing list, and a few 
nervous prayers. Greatly to their 
relief, they found out people are 
pretty honest. 
“We sent out the first cards to 
25,000 people we never heard of,” he 
said. “The first month about half 
of them used ’em. And only three 
failed to pay us. We checked on 
them and they’re just slow. We’ll 
get the money eventually.” 
Bloomingdale finances the scheme 
by charging the restaurants six per 
cent for signing up. They bill him 
and he pays on the 10th of every 
month. Sometimes he doesn’t col­ 
lect from the card-holders until two 
weeks after he's paid for their din­ 
ners. 
“We could lose our shirts on this 
thing,” he said. “But people don’t 
take advantage of it. It’s not a deal 
j that attracts crooks, either. It’s 
pretty tough to re-sell something 
you’ve eaten.”

Administration Indecision

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President Trum an has said that his admin­ 
istration will not appease Communism any­ 
where. 
But the fact remains that the British, who 
were most eager for Gen: MacArthur’s dis­ 
missal, have shown what many people regard 
as an alarming desire to achieve a Far Eastern 
settlement on a Munich basis. 
They have 
proposed that Formosa be turned over to Red 
China. 
They bitterly opposed MacArthur’s 
desire to enlist Nationalist China in the 
Korean war—and on this Mr. Truman and Sec­ 
retary Acheson are squarely with them. 
In the view of defenders of the MacArthur 
type of thinking, the British policy, along with 
that part of the policy which is shared in top 
quarters in this country, cannot help but give 
Communism victory after victory and endanger 
the whole East—Japan, the Philippines, and 
so on. 
It must also be recorded that MacArthur’s 
firing was received with great enthusiasm by 


the Communist Party in the United States— 
and that party, of course, has followed the 
Kremlin line like a tight rope walker. 


The question of what shall be done about 
ending the Korean war remains unanswered. 
It certainly seems that the Communists will 
not agree to a cease-fire except on terms dic­ 
tated by them, terms which would amount to 
absolute appeasement by the UN powers. Gen­ 
eral MacArthur said that it was militarily 
impossible to win a decisive victory in Korea 
so long as Red China herself could not be 
attacked. 
His 
successor, 
General 
Ridgway, 
said practically the same thing some time ago. 
Regardless of one’s personal sentiments on 
the MacArthur matter, let us hope that a show­ 
down is forced. 


Let us hope that the indecisiveness which has 


characterized the handling of critical foreign 


affairs is soon superseded by a straight course 
steered in one direction or another.

Parents Of Sons In Korea Want 
To Know Who Is Responsible 


Parents of sons in Korea are especially wrought 
up by the Implications back of General MacArthur’s 
dismissal. 
Many expressed themselves as previously think­ 
ing their sons were ordered to Korea for the purpose 
of stopping communist aggression. 
Now, however, they see in General MacArthur’s 
dismissal, and the willingness of President Truman 
to follow Dean Acheson’s appeasement program, al­ 
most a complete turn-about of the original purpose. 
80 long as this country held a few cards up its sleeve, 
and could make military plans for some kind of vic­ 
tory, there still seemed to be a good chance of stop­ 
ping communist aggression, at least in the Orient. 
When General MacArthur urged the use of Gen­ 
eral Chlang Kai-Shek’s troops for Invasion of Red 
China it made sense to the parents of sons in Korea, 
for the reason th at if the Chinamen fought among 
themselves It would keep Red China from diverting 
all her troops to kill American men in Korea. Simi­ 
larly, if American planes were allowed to destroy the 
concentration bases of Red China in Manchuria, the 
communists would not be in a position to kill so 
many American troops. 
All th at made good, common sense to parent«. 
Tor they wanted their sons to live. 
Dismissal of General MacArthur lends a lot of 
implications which are hard for parents to under­ 
stand. 
In the first place, it was his advocacy of measures 
th at would save American lives in Korea which 
brought down upon him the wrath of President Tru­ 
man. It’s hard for parents of sons in Korea to under­ 
stand how advocacy of using measures to save the 
lives of their sons is any more political in nature 
than it is good military sense.

Perhaps the worst phase of the whole question is 
President Truman’s deliberate bottling up of Chlang 
Kai-Shek’s forces on Formosa by use of the United 
States fleet to see that they do not attack Red 
China’s mainland. This automatically releases Red 
Chinese soldiers to attack Americans in Korea. Fur­ 
ther, refusal to permit American soldiers to attack 
the bases of Red Chinese in Manchuria adds to more 
protection of the communists, who are building up 
their forces with the announced intention of running 
Americans out of Korea. 
President Truman’s discharge of General Mac­ 
Arthur actually means that we are committed to 
remain in Korea, and committed to nothing more 
than a possible stalemate. If Red Chinese, protected 
in the rear by the UJS. battle fleet, can push us out 
of Korea it will be a great victory for Stalin. At best, 
it will mean loss of many more American lives for 
no real purpose at all, for the UN police action now 
has lost purpose. 
Protests which flooded the White House and con­ 
gress after Trum an’s midnight dismissal notice un­ 
questionably led to the announcements th at our state 
department had turned down England’s proposals to 
hand Formosa over to Red China, and to recognize 
Red China and give her a seat on the UN security 
council. But the very timing of these announcements 
indicates th at the state department is entertaining 
them, and th at they were for the purpose of pacify­ 
ing an aroused public. Look for Truman and Acheson 
to approve the English proposals as soon as they 
feel the public has forgotten the MacArthur incident. 
Parents of sons in Korea cannot help but feel 
they have been let down by their own government. 
If their sons must die, they would prefer to have 
them die for a purpose rather than for a whim. 
These parents now would like to know why their 
aons were sent to Korea, and who is to assume the 
responsibility for 60,000 casualties.

Gods Of War Should Take Pity On 


Bombed, Bombarded City Of Seoul 


NEW YORK (/P)—If ever a city 
needed pity from the gods of war, 
it is the city of Seoul. 
It should be given a rest under 
the rotation system. It has earned 
one. 
Battle damage has turned this 
eapltol of the Republic of Korea 
into another Berlin, another W ar­ 
saw. And if the tides of conflict 
roll back and forth across it much 
longer it may end up another 
Carthage. 
It is beginning to look more like 
a civic graveyard than a living city. 
Today it is probably inhabited by 
more rats than people. And the 
rats diet on the debris-covered 
dead. 
Seoul has changed hands four 
times in the last ten months. And 
the Reds are knocking at its gates 
again in a mighty offensive. By 


the time you read this they may 
be already back in it. 


THE NORMAL TIME schedule 
for the Reds to drive from the 38th 
parallel into Seoul, is four days. 
They’ve done it twice already— 
last June, last January. 


Why c a n t the United Nations 
army hold it? Because the out­ 
numbered allies must fight a war 
of maneuver rather than a war of 
this to survive, to keep from being 
fixed positions. They have to do 
engulfed by a human sea of Chi­ 
nese. 


If they gambled on a single 
stand, this great flood of armed 
and heedless flesh would wash over 
them and their guns and destroy 
them. But by hitting, killing and 
pulling back, the allies hope to 
break up this living enemy sea 
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Rearmament Plans? 
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into smaller waves or troops which 
they themselves can mop up. 
So far these tactics have worked. 
For the farther the Chinese have 
to march the farther they are from 
their M anchurian supply bases. 
And th at means there is less power 
In their battering waves. It Is eas­ 
ier to kill a snake when he is 
stretched out than when it is coiled 
to strike. 
There is another reason why 
Seoul is hard to defend. It is on 
the wrong side of the Han river. 
If the allies tried to hold it in 
force, they would have tneir backs 
to this river. And a sudden envel­ 
oping flank smash by the enemy 
might leave the United Nations 
forces cut off from behind. 


THIS STERN MILITARY FACT 
is hard for civilian Koreans to un­ 
derstand. It is difficult for them to 
see why Seoul cannot be saved. 
Again they must take up the 
long 
foot 
march 
south 
along 
“heartbreak highway.” But each 
time there are fewer of them to go. 
Seoul dwindled in a few weeks last 
winter from a war-swollen popula­ 
tion of 1.500,000 to about 200,000. 
Most of those who stayed behind 
were the very young or the very 
old—too young or too old and weak 
for the Reds to grab for service as 
impressed soldiers or human pack 
horses. 
Many of these children and el­ 
derly persons have died by starva­ 
tion or disease. They collapse on 
the streets and die unheeded. Few 
dogs prowl among the rubble. For 
refugees, when their rice is gone, 
catch and eat the dogs. 
Seoul never was exactly the 
Paris of the Orient. It was, how­ 
ever, the most modem city in 
south Korea. But ihe four horse­ 
men have ridden it into ruin. It 
has been devastated by bomb and 
bombardment, by street fighting 
and by great acres of fire th at 
wiped out hundreds of small homes 
in a single night. 
The Korean war has had many 
casualties, but its number one 
casualty is this dying city, a city 
dying for a world democracy that 
must remember it in its ashes.

Mr. Aneurin Bevan and Mr. H ar­ 
old Wilson have made a hot and 
open political issue of questions 
which have been quietly and rather 
languidly 
discussed 
for 
m a n y 
months. They have been discussed 
since the early autumn, ever since 
the decisions and the agreements 
to rearm the Atlantic nations rap­ 
idly and on a big scale. 
The center of the discussion has 
been the official doctrine of the 
Truman administration as formu­ 
lated by Dr. Keyserling and put 
into practice by Mr. Charles E. 
Wilson, the Director of Defense 
Mobilization. It is the doctrine that 
this country can rearm on a large 
scale in the next three years and 
at the end of th at period, with 
only comparatively small and pass­ 
ing shortages, have in addition to 
its military power a “production 
for 
normal 
civilian 
purposes” 
which 
is 
“higher than 
before 
Korea.” 
• • • 
AMONG OUR ALLIES there has 
been a growing fear th at this pro­ 
digious result could be achieved 
only by our taking up, at their ex­ 
pense, an undue proportion of the 
raw materials of which the supply 
cannot be increased quickly. They 
saw us committing ourselves and 
promising ourselves that in three 
years we would have the most pow­ 
erful military establishment in the 
world and with it also an even 
higher standard of living than the 
one we already enjoy. 
Their fears crystallized when 
they read Mr. Wilson’s report to 
the president on April 1, the report 
which is called “Building Amer­ 
ica’s Might.” T hat report, which 
was such agreeable reading in this 
country, caused a shudder of ap­ 
prehension—as more and more 
people heard about it—in Britain 
and on the Continent. I heard one 
extremely friendly foreigner say: 
“that is not guns and butter . . . 
th at is guns and the cow.” 
Rightly or wrongly — and I am 
afraid more rightly than wrongly 
—the Wilson report has been read 
abroad as being an American pro­ 
duction program, determined by 
purely 
American 
considerations, 
which does not take seriously 
enough into account the necessity 
of sharing certain scarce critical 
raw materials which the Europeans 
must have if they are to rearm and 
not to lower dangerously their 
standard of life. 
• • • 
MR. BEVAN AND Mr. Harold 
Wilson have staked their political 
futures, their claim to the leader­ 
ship of the Labor party and to 
high office, on the belief th at “the 
American government and people 
have got to choose,” as Mr. Wilson 
put it in his speech to the House, 
“between their partners’ defense 
program on the one hand and 
their own stockpiling and the level 
of their own unrestricted civil con­ 
sumption on the other.” 
They are saying in effect that 
they do not believe that the Amer­ 
ican program—rearmament plus a 
higher standard of life — can be 
carried out in America without 
forcing Britain to choose between 
rearmament and the maintenance 
of an already low standard of life. 
Mr. Bevan and Mr. Wilson might 


be wrong. It Is possible that we 
shall control our own inflationary 
suction on the world's raw m ate­ 
rials, and th at we shall restrict 
and allocate and arrange things 
so that Britain can rearm, as we 
are rearming, without tears. But, 
as politicians who hope to win 
power on a popular issue, Messrs. 
Bevan and Wilson are betting th at 
there is not going to be enough 
statesmanship in Washington and 
in London to master this intricate 
problem. 
We must pray th at they will lose 
their bet. For it ts not pleasant 
to think of the consequences if in 
our alliance the standard of life is 
pushed down abroad while it re­ 
mains up, and even rises, here. 
• • • 
THERE HAVE BEEN, it has 
seemed to me, two main lines of 
policy of which we had from the 
outset to choose the one or the 
other. 
There was the policy we did 
choose last summer. It was to arm 
ourselves, to arm the West Euro­ 
peans, to arm the West Germans, 
while we fought a land war in Ko­ 
rea, 
while 
we encouraged 
the 
French to fight a bigger land war 
than they had been fighting in 
Indo-China, and while we sup­ 
plied arms and other goods to 
countries all around the vast peri­ 
phery of the Soviet orbit. T hat was 
a policy which could be carried 
out only if we decided upon a 
policy of national and internation­ 
al deflation of the civilian econ­ 
omy. 
It was absolutely incompatible 
with the idea of a rising standard 
of civilian consumption here and 
in Europe. It called for increasing 
austerity under severe restrictions 
and heavy regimentation. It was a 
policy which could be carried out 
only by very efficient, by deeply 
dedicated, and by very enlightened 
governments in Washington, Lon­ 
don and Paris. 
• • • 
THE OTHER POLICY was to do 
first what was most necessary, and 
not to bite off more than the weak 
governments in Washington and 
London and Paris could chew. 
This would have meant that in­ 
stead of trying to rearm univer­ 
sally and simultaneously W5 would 
have rearmed by phases and by 
priorities. Instead of trying to arm 
everybody at once and in all the 
services simultaneously we would 
have begun with a rapid build-up 
in America of our strategically de­ 
terrent power and would have pro­ 
ceeded from that in phases to build 
up the military position of the 
West outward from the American 
center. 
We would not have perpetrated 
the political nonsense of proposing 
to arm the Germans before we had 
armed the French, and of arming 
the French before we had armed 
ourselves. 
The policy of priority and phases 
would have given just as much 
military security as we shall get, 
and it would have reduced the 
political 
and 
economic 
strain, 
which is very great and can be­ 
come too great, of trying to do 
much more than the governments 
that have to do it are politically 
and administratively capable of 
doing.

Industrial Profits Climb 
Despite Cost, Tax Hikes 


By SAM DAWSON 


NEW YORK (A*) — Higher taxes 
drag at the coattails of industrial 
profits this year. But record sales 
volume still pulls earnings one- 
fourth higher than a year ago on 
the average. 
Company after company, report­ 
ing profits for the first three 
months, show that business is very 
good. 
The Korean war’s effect is very 
plain in a sampling of 88 com­ 
panies among the first to report. 
Tax hikes and mounting costs of 
labor and materials are slowing 
down the profits' uphill rush. The 
88 had total earnings of $924,601,- 
205, compared with $734.597,414 in 
the 1950 first quarter, making the 
average gain 25.8 per cent. 


INDUSTRY PROFITS, however, 
were much better on a year-to-year 
basis last year. The Federal Trade 
Commission and the Securities and 
Exchange Commission report that 
the nation's manufacturers made 
43 per cent more profits in 1950 
than in 1949 after taxes. Before 
taxes the gain was 61 per cent. 
Before Korea the maximum cor« 
porate income tax was 38 per cent. 
Now it is 47 per cent, plus a 77 
per cent levy on earnings in excess 
of 85 per cent of the company’s 
average profits in the three best 
years of the 1946-49 period. That’s 
complicated, and costly to industry. 
It's also one reason the treasury 


Is showing a surplus of more than 
$4 billion these days. 
Showings 
of individual 
com­ 
panies vary widely within indus­ 
tries. Some firms report the big­ 
gest profits of any first quarter in 
their history. Others drop behind 
the trend of their industry as a 
whole. 
Steel is a good example. The two 
largest companies report 1951 earn­ 
ings slightly lower than last year. 
So do three others. But seven 
smaller companies did better this 
year than last, in spite of the huge 
jump in taxes which Uncle Sam 
collected from the industry. 
^The 
88 
early-reporting 
com­ 
panies are just a sampling—an In­ 
dication only of what the final re­ 
sults for industry as a whole may 
show. There are glaring gaps in 
the sample—reports of the boom­ 
ing auto and rubber companies are 
not yet available, and retail trade 
is not included. 


ALL OF THE 10 OIL companies 
sampled did better this year than 
in the 1950 first quarter; but some 
gained only slightly while others 
nearly doubled their earnings. 
Some of the textile companies 
look better this year than last, but 
the comparison is not too valid, 
since last year some of them were 
having a bad time, and their pres­ 
ent troubles started too late to ef­ 
fect this year’s reports as yet.

Business And Industry Feel 
First Impact Of Defense 


By RICHARD FISKE 


NEW YORK (A*)—The first real 
impacts of the defense program hit 
business and industry last week. 
Many 
economists 
believed 
it 
would be summer before the full 
effects are felt. But high inven­ 
tories, conversions from civilian to 
military goods and government re­ 
strictions were becoming increas­ 
ingly painful. 
Industrial production, however, 
whirled along at a breath-taking 
pace. Defense orders rolled in for 
many industries. Further plans 
were announced for hefty expan­ 
sion programs. Many a first quar­ 
ter earning was a record. 
The bureau of employment se­ 
curity at Washington said 50,000 
unfilled jobs were clogging the 
rolls of state employment offices. 


THE FRONT OFFICE of many 
a business and industry was up to 
its ears in the paper work required 
by government regulations. 
Many complained it was next to 
a hopeless task to keep abreast of 
revisions and changes in govern­ 
ment orders. 


Retailers said it was costly and 
physically impossible to give the 
Office of Price Administration re­ 
quired information by the April 30 
deadline. They asked for an exten­ 
sion of time. 


Pricing methods for iron and 
steel scrap were revised and clari­ 
fied. The aluminum order was 
changed to lift the May 1 ban on 


more than 200 civilian products. 
Now it’s a 50 per cent cut in the 
use of the metal during May and 
June. 
The government’s latest cost of

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All Disorders Of Breast 
Will Not Lead To Cancer

Any mention of breast disorder is 
likely to make the ordinary person 
think at once of cancer. This is un-1 
warranted jumping to conclusions 
because the tissues of the breast are 
subject to many changes which are 
not at all malignant. 
Many women, for Instance, note 
painful changes in the breasts just 
prior to the regular periods. Along 
With the pain, there is general dis­ 
comfort, a feeling of fullness in the 
Ineasts and, sometimes, definite en­ 
largement Sometimes the breasts— 
both of which are affected—feel 
lumpy. This condition, which most 
often occurs in women In their 30’s 
or early 40’s, la known as mas- 
todynia. It sometimes continues dur­ 
ing the period, but in any case it is 
only a matter of days before the 
breasts return to normal. 
CONNECTIVE TISSUE 
Another condition affecting the 
breasts occurs in women past 35. 
The breasts are generally flabby 
and, occasionally, areas of lumpiness 
or« present. Both breasts are affect­ 
ed. Here, apparently, there 1« an 
overgrowth of the connective tissue 
in the breasts. 
In women past 50, less often in 
those In their 40's, cysts form in the 
breasts. This condition is known as 
chronic cystic mastitis. The cysts

may be felt In the breasts as single 
or multiple round masses. 
The cause of these many changes 
which occur in the breasts is not 
known. It is thought that perhaps 
some disturbance in the glands of 
internal secretion may be respon­ 
sible. It is Important that these 
swellings be recognized, definitely 
diagnosed, and not mistaken for 
cancer, since surgical removal of the 
breasts is not necessary in many 
conditions which cause an increase 
in the size of the breast. Of course, 
if a cancer should develop, prompt 
removal of the breast is essential. 
GLANDULAR EXTRACTS 
Treatment with glandular extracts 
such as the estrogens, may be help­ 
ful In some of these breast con­ 
ditions, particularly mastodynla. 
Surgical treatment may be ad­ 
vised in some cases of chronic cys­ 
tic mastitis, since it has been found 
that cancer occurs from two to five 
times as frequently in persons with 
cystic breasts as in normal breast*. 
Whenever a swelling develops In the 
breast, an Immediate examination 
by the physician should be carried 
out so that the cause may be found 
and correct treatment promptly em­ 
ployed. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
V. R.: What causes white blotches 
to form on the top of the hands? 
Answer: This condition is known 
at leucoderma, the exact cause of 
which Is not known. Too much ex­ 
posure to the sunlight may be partly 
responsible. Heredity it thought to 
be a factor by some investigators. 
Recently it has been reported that 
injections of gold sodium thloeul- 
phate into a vein will cure this con­ 
dition.
